He said: 'Verily I have sins which I do 
not see/ Meaning: the major sins which were concealed from 
him. He said this so his major sins could be exchanged for good 
deeds. So the Prophet ^Zsmiled about that until his 

molar teeth became visible.

Excerpts from the Book: 


















"Both a man and a woman must cover their private parts with 
ample coverings, since this preserves morals. As for 
shamelessness and nudity, these are things that lead to the 
corruption of morality, the loss of honor, and the spreading of 
lewdness. But when the private parts are concealed with the 
covering that Allaah has instructed the men and women to 
abide by, this protects the private parts from fornication and 
homosexuality and it protects the private parts from the 
unlawful things that Allaah has prohibited." 

"Allaah ordered that the women be asked from behind a 
Hijaab. What is meant by the word Hijaab is: Anything that 
covers a woman whether a garment, a wall, a door or any other 
object that can be used to screen a woman from a man when he 
is talking to her or asking her about something or handing her 
something. All of these should be done from behind a Hijaab, 
i.e. from behind a screen or covering. So he should not make 
any contact with her while she is unscreened or lacking covering 
and exposed. Rather, she must be behind a screen that covers 
her, regardless if it is her garment, her door, a wall or so on. This 
is since this is 'purer for your hearts and their hearts' from 
temptation. If women screen themselves by way of a Hijaab and 
the gaze of men does not fall upon them, the hearts of both the 
men and women will be saved from temptation and 
enticement. This is clearly visible in the Muslim societies that 
strictly adhere to the Hijaab." 

"As for what we hear about today from some ignoramuses that 
a husband's brother, paternal uncle or other male relative can 
greet his wife, shake her hand, be alone with her and enter into 
her presence - this is baseless. It is not permissible for a non- 
mahram to enter into the presence of a woman (without 
Hijaab), nor to shake her hand, nor to be alone in privacy with 
her unless there is someone else in the house through which the 
privacy will be removed. But as for him entering into a house 
that has no one in it but her, and he is not one of her mahaarim, 
then this is the forbidden type of privacy and it is dangerous." 

If a woman has a need to speak to a man that is not one of her 
mahaarim, she may speak to him, but with a casual tone that 
has no softness or gentleness in it and not in a joking or 
laughing manner. Rather, her speech must be ordinary and in 
accordance with what necessity dictates - i.e. a question and 
an answer - as per the need only. She must not speak in a tone 
that appears friendly, laughing or teasing, or in a mellow or 
beautified voice, thus stirring the desires of the one who has a 
disease in his heart. This is based on Allaah's saying: 'But rather 
speak in an honorable manner.' [Surah Al-Ahzaab: 32]"

And it is narrated from Abu Ismaa'eel al-Ansaari that he said, 
"There is nothing authentic regarding the merit of Rajab other 
than this hadeeth." However there are different views on his 
statement, for this isnad contains some weakness. 

This hadeeth contains an evidence for the desirability to 
supplicate for the extension of one's life until virtuous times, in 
order to attain righteous good deeds therein. For verily the 
believer does not have his lifespan increased except that it is 























good for him, and the best of people are those whose lives are 
long and who beautify their actions (i.e. with obedience). And 
the salaf used to prefer that they would die shortly after a 
righteous deed, such as the fast of Ramadan, or returning from 
the Hajj, and they used to say, "Whoever dies like that will be 
forgiven."

One of the righteous scholars fell sick prior to the month of 
Rajab, so he said, "I supplicated to Allah that He would delay 
my death until the month of Rajab," because it had been 
conveyed to him that Allah redeems therein, so Allah granted 
him that and he passed away during the month of Rajab.

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I was listening to a radio presenter holding an air program on 
radio with a fellow brother, may Allaah increase us and him in 
understanding. 

Then the radio presenter said while trying to read a verse of the 
Qur'aan that: 

Radio Presenter: Ba'dal Isti'aadha wal basmalah (After the 
recitation of the isti'aadha and basmalah), then he went on to 
recite the verse of the Qur'aan. 

This erupted a discussion between myself and the brother: 

Me: This our people eheen! When did he say isti'aadha and 
basmalah now? May Allaah rectify our affairs. 

Brother: Aboo! I think he might have said it in his mind! 

Me: Was he obliged to say it in his mind? 

Moreover, the time frame he spent on saying ba'dal isti'aadha 
wal basmalah could be used to utter the two expressions. 

More so, a lot of people today are found saying ba'dal isti'aadah 
wal basmalah without uttering the isti'aadha and basmalah at 
all! 

NOTE: 

1) Isti'aadhah is the expression: A'oodhubiLlaah minas- 
shaytooni rrajeem. 

It is used to seek refuge from the accursed shaytoon when 
commencing the recitation of the Qur'aan as stated in Qur'aan 
16:98. 

2) Basmalah is the expression: BismiLlaahi Rahmaanir Raheem. 

3) They both have their established methodology in the science 
of Qur'aan that can be learnt at sound madaaris.

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Hadith of the Day 

It was narrated from 'Abdullah bin 'Umar (RA) that the 
Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) said: "Give the worker 
his wages before his sweat dries." (Sunan Ibn Majah, Vol. 3, 
Book 16, Hadith) This is Islam. 
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A brother requested me to write a note regarding learning the 
Arabic language. 

While I am not the right person to be referred to for this, as I am 
still learning, infact learning new words everyday however there 
is some advice I can give with regards to learning languages 
generally as I speak English, French, Urdu, Intermediate level 
Dutch and Arabic and all praise is for Allah. 

There are three simple things one needs to do when learning a 
language and three other that are tiring at times. 

1. Join an Arabic grammar class 

Whether you understand little or you don't understand at all, 
give yourself the opportunity to learn through a class system 
where slowly different topics are covered. 

2. Listen to arabic lectures by fluent speakers who speak clearly 
and have good intonation, the best of them whom I listen to in 
order of preference (not in terms of knowledge), Sheikh 
Suleyman Ibn Salimulah Ar Ruhaily, Sheikh Abdul Razzaq Ibn 
Abdul Muhsin Al Badr Y/Dfxpand Sheikh Muhammad Ibn Salih 
Al Uthaimeen hp2fj4d3Bthe last one being an Imam of his time. 

3. Memorize arabic words (verbs, nouns, prepositions) try to join 
them to make full sentences and speak with it. 

4. Speak even if you make mistakes, and ask the people arround 
if they know arabic to strongly pay attention and correct you. 

5. Read books with Harakaat already placed on them in a loud 
voice (even if you don't understand in the begining) 

6. The most difficult and yet the most promising and helpful is 
this one: leave speaking any other language for a couple of 
months, have a dictonnary with you, use sign language if you 
need to but only speak in arabic if you have to speak. This 
method has been used by students and they eventually become 
like native speakers.

Question: Where is the place to say duaa Al Istiftaa? 

Answer: The place to say duaa Istiftaa is between takbeerah al- 
ihraam [the initial takbeer] and recitation of suratul faatihah, 
with the evidence narrated from Aboo Hurayrah [who] said:" 
Allaah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) used to observe 
silence for a shortwhile between the takbeer (at the time of 
opening the prayer) and the recitation of the Qur'aan. I said to 
him: Messenger of Allah, may my father and mother be ransom 
for you, what do you recite during your period of silence 
between the takbir and the recitation? He said: I say (these 
words):" 0 Allah, remove my sins from me as Thou hast removed 
the East from the West. 0 Allah purify me from sins as a white 
garment is purified from filth. 0 Allah! Wash away my sins with 
water, snow and hail."[Bukhaaree and Muslim collected it]. 

Question: What is the ruling of duaa istiftaa? 

Answer: What is glaring from what was reported in the narration 
of the one who prayed badly is, it's an obligation, because the 
prophet ordered the one who prayed badly to say it. 

The Prophet sallaLlaahu 'alayhi wa sallam said to the one who 
prayed badly [Khallaad bn Raafi'] as it is in the report: 

"The Salaah of anyone of you is incomplete until he says Allaahu 
Akbar, then extols and praises Allaah, and reads whatever is 
easy for him in the Qur'aan" 

To me ,the preponderance is: it is from the recommended acts 
[of Salaah],it is not from the obligations. 

The evidence of its recommendation is: 

The first issue: The Messenger of Allah sallaLlaahu 'alayhi wa 
sallam did not specify a certain format to stick to, had it been an 
obligation, he would have stuck to a certain format in the duaa'. 
You have seen it in many narrations that some of the formats 
were from the companions; they used to open prayer with 
them. Example of the format of the duaa which the compiler 
[Ash Shaykh Naasirddeen Al Albaanee] mentioned under 
section 8 and 7; that one of the companions used to open the 
[the Salaah] with his saying; "AlhamduliLlaahi Hamdan 
Katheeran Tayyibban Mubaaraka feehi" 

He -sallaLlaahu 'alayhi wa sallam- said: 

Indeed, I have seen twelve angels racing with one another as to 
who will take them up (to Allah). 

This indicates that the duaa is left to the praying person, he 
should say whatever he wishes. Had it been an obligation, the 
Messenger sallaLlaahu alayhi sallam would have specified it and 
he would have refuted the companion that initiated this format! 
The second issue that indicates it is not an obligation is the 
narration of Aboo Hurayrah, it was reported in it that Aboo 
Hurayrah - radiyyaLlaahu 'anhu - asked the Messenger of Allah - 
sallaLlaahu 'alayhi wa sallam-He said: my mother and father be 
sacrificed for you, what do you say between takbeeratul ihraam 
and the[recitation of] suratul faatihah? He said: Allahumma 
baa'id bayna khtaayaaya kamaa baa'dta bayna al mashriq wa al 
maghrib...[till the end] 

I [Ash Shaykh Bazmool] say: this narration shows that it is not an 
obligation. The Prophet taught him how to offer Salaah but did 
not teach him duaa al istiftaa, had it been it is an obligation, it 
would have been an obligation to teach him from the onset. 
Since he did not teach him initially shows that it is not an 
obligation. 

The evidence that he did not teach him initially is: He asked the 
Messenger sallaLlaahu alayhi wa sallam about his murmuring 
between takbeeratul ihraam and recitation of al faatihah. If he 
[Aboo Hurayrah]knew the place as the place to say duaa istiftaa, 
he would have not asked the Messenger of Allah sallaLlaahu 
'alayhi wa sallam. Majority of the people of knowledge are upon 
that duaa' istiftaa is recommended. 

Question: Is there any specific format for duaa' al istiftaa? 

Answer: Duaa' istiftaa does not have a specific format, many 


formats were only mentioned from the Messenger of Allah, this 
is a kind of multifarious difference. Whatever [from them] that 
were [automatically]reported are legislated and recommended. 
So, it is upon a Muslim to be multifarious [in saying] the 
reported formats. 

But if he doesn't memorize anything from it, he should 
remember Allah and praise Him as per his ability, though it is 
recommended for him to try to memorize part of what was 
reported, if he has ability. The best duaa that a Muslim could 
open his Salaah with after takbeeratul ihraam is what was 
mentioned from the Messenger sallaLlaahu alayhi wa sallam in 
the narrations mentioned by the compiler rahimahuLlaahu. 

Question: Is it legislated for a Muslim to combine many formats 
(together) and say them in a Salaah, or say all of the formats in a 
Salaah? 

Answer: What was mentioned is, he should not say many 
formats in a Salaah. It is from the Sunnah to open the Salaah 
with a prayer from the legislated prayers. It is not allowed to 
combine many formats from the formats of istiftaa, though 
there is no harm in it yet it contradicts the Sunnah. For a Muslim 
who follows the Sunnah, if he wishes he can say this format or 
another format. What is necessary is not to combine many 
formats in a Salaah, the Sunnah is to diversify by saying this 
format [in a Salaah] and another [in another Salaah]. If he has 
not memorized anything from these (prayers), but commenced 
the prayer with anything with him among the prayers,(and he) 
thanks, praises, and glorifies Allaah, it is allowed. 

It was said in Nazi Al Abraar p.80. An Nawawee said: The Sunnah 
is to say it silently and the preponderance is that it is not 
recommended to say it in funeral prayer because it (funeral 
prayer) is based on swiftness-•• 
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A huge part of Islam is treating others how you wish to be 
treated, but knowing that the reciprocation is from Allah and 
suspending any hope in receiving good treatment from 
humans. One of the greatest modes of interaction we have with 
one another is the wealth Allah gives us and tests us with... 
Imam Muslim recorded in his Sahih:

The fourth question of Fatwa no. 6193 

Q: It is reported that the Prophet (peace be upon him) said that 
Wudu' (ablution) is not valid if there is paste, nail polish, or mud 
on the fingers. However, I saw some women putting henna on 
their hands and feet - and this is a paste - and they perform 
Salah (Prayer) with it. Is this permissible, bearing in mind that 
when they are forbidden to do it they say that it is Tahir (ritually 
pure)? 

A: All praise be to Allah Alone, and peace and blessings be upon 
His Messenger, and his family and Companions.There is no 
Hadith reported that carries these words, as far as we know. 
What remains on the hand and feet from henna is just its color, 
and this does not have any effect on Wudu', as this has no 
thickness as paste, nail polish, or mud do. These things have a 
thickness that prevents water from reaching the skin. Therefore, 
it is not permissible to perform Wudu' if these things remain, 
because they prevent water from reaching the skin. 

However, if the henna is a thick substance on the hands or feet 
which prevents water from reaching the skin, it should be 
removed in the same way paste and the like should.May Allah 
grant us success. May peace and blessings be upon our Prophet 
Muhammad, his family, and Companions.

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One of our aged mothers here in Abeokuta died and we went to 
witness the funeral prayer and burial rites as recommended in 
the sunnah. 


After the funeral prayer, the grave dug for her was behind her 
husband's residence since the friend who is relative I went was 
unable to convince the entire family on burying her at the 
cemetery. 

Some of the family agreed while the others headed by a group 
of the family alfas rejected the sunnah of burying her at the 
cemetery! 

This is from the tribulations people are suffering from, those 
whom they see as religious scholars are the foremost ones in 
rejecting and antagonizing the establishments in the sunnah. 
Meanwhile, as we were about putting her in the grave, some 
occurrences took place: 

My friend: It is recommended in the sunnah that anyone who 
had intercourse with his wife last night should not partake in 
placing her in the grave. 

Head of family Alfas: Eja ka gbe mama sinu saare won (Let's 
place mama in her grave) [indirectly rejecting and antagonizing 
the sunnah] 

My friend: I am insisting on it please (now with a strong 
face)....then those were qualified placed her in the grave. 

Head of family Alfas: Please bring the leaves we prepared! 

Me:.keeping mute to see my friend's action. One needs 

calmness here else you will be asked: Alfa! Se eyin ni oku ku fun 
ni? (Are you from family having a right over the deceased?) 

My friend: There is no need for leaves! Moreover, it is not from 
the sunnah to do so. (Turns to me)...Ustaadh! Or is it established 
to place leaves in the grave? 

Me: Yes! It is not established to do so. 


Then she was buried without the leaves being placed in the 
grave. Another discussion ensued thereafter: 

Head of family alfas: How can one alfa come to dictate for us in 
this family (trying to cause fitnah). It is established to put leaves 
in the grave! The Prophet recommended it! 

Me: In which hadeeth was it recommended? 


alfa: It is not in a hadeeth but in a book I have at home! 

Me: (In my mind: blunder indeed.... not in any hadeeth but in a 
book???) Can you benefit us with the name of the book and 
author? 








alfa: I cant remember the name of the book and the author! 
Me: Okay! No problem! (in my mind: are these ones not from 
those people hold to be custodians of this pristine religion? 
Someone who doesn't know the sources of his statements!!!)

Questioner: How should women correct men if they err? 

Ustaadh Lukmaan Idrees Sekoni: All perfect praise is for Allaah 
alone. If a man errs, how can his wife correct him? There are 
many ways by which women could correct their husbands. The 
ways are even more than that of the men which we (had earlier) 
explained. Allaah says, "Verily, your efforts are diverse 
(different in aims and purposes)" [Soorah al-Layl (92):4]. 

Women are to correct men with tranquility. Allaah gave women 
some powers with which they can rectify men no matter how 
men may be hardhearted. Women need not be taught such 
ways, it is natural. I hope it is understood. There is no need 
mentioning it to those women who asked the question. Rectify 
men with the power Allaah gave you. I hope it is understood. 
There are many examples of such (rectification). When the 
(Divine) Revelation to the Prophet first commenced he was 
overwhelmed with fear, but our mother Khodeejah 
(rodiyaLloohu 'anha) made him calm down. We all know this 
issue. Also, the day the prophet was very angry because the 
people were reluctant and did not rise to obey his command 
after the truce of Hudaybiyah as a result of their being 
restrained from entering Mecca; the prophet angrily entered the 
tent. Our mother, 'Umm Salamah (rodiyaLloohu 'anha), asked 
the prophet about what made him angry? The Prophet told her 
that the people did not follow his orders. While the Prophet was 
still angry, 'Umm Salamah (rodiyaLloohu 'anha) gently 
suggested that the prophet should go out from the tent and 
shave his head, (she said that hoping) the people would follow 
suit. The prophet took her advice and shaved his head. When he 
appeared to the people with his head shaven, they started 
shaving theirs too. 

'Umm Sulaym (rodiyaLloohu 'anha); her son died, while her 
husband, Aboo Talhah, went out when the son was sick. The son 
had died before Aboo Talhah came back. He asked 'Umm 
Sulaym about the condition of his son, and she said, 'he is 
quieter than he was'. It could be interpreted to mean he was 
recovering or he is dead, but her husband understood it to 
mean his son was recovering. His wife ('Umm Sulaym) did not 
want her husband to know that the child had died. She brought 
him his dinner. It was reported in the hadeeth that she adorned 
herself in a better way than she used to do before and the 
husband had marital relations with her. When they finished she 
opened up that the son had died. Aboo Talhah went to the 
Prophet and told him what had happened. The Prophet praised 
her action (i.e. 'Umm Sulaym) and beseeched Allaah's blessing 
on the marital relation they had. Did she rectify the husband or 
not? 

Therefore, there are many ways by which women can 
correct/rectify men. In fact women are best in correction. There 
are things men would handle roughly, but if women see such 
things, they would advice men to do it in 'so and so' way (and it 
would be successful). Men may decide to add certain things to 
the advice given by their wives so that it appears as if they 
masterminded the whole thing. (Laughing mode activated)! 

May Allaah have mercy upon us! My advice to the women is that 
they should avoid acting in a disobedient and reckless manner 
toward their husbands because it is haroom. If such act does not 
happen, boycotting, forsaking in bed and physical fighting 
would not happen. Some of the scholars say the best thing is 
that a man should not have a private room; he should always 
sleep in the same room with his wife because not sleeping in 
the same room with her is like boycotting her. There are also 
some other scholars that said it is not obligatory, even when 
sleeping with her is from the responsibilities of men. For 
example, the one who has four wives would have known how to 






divide his time-•-Therefore; there are many ways by which 
women can rectify men. There is no needing disturbing 
ourselves regarding the commands to forsake them in bed; 
strike them and so on. If you do not behave abnormally or 
recklessly, you won't get such treatment.

So, it occurred to me that I turn to Allaah in repentance. I 
followed him crying and held his cloth. He turned towards me, 
embraced me and then said: 

"The one loved by Allaah is welcomed. Sit (here)." 

Then he entered and brought me some dates. 

#Note: Anything you have been endowed with, worship your 
Lord with it, your: wealth, children, knowledge, most especially 
your limbs like your hands, legs, eyes, ears and your 
#private_parts. That is, do not use your eyes to look at haraam 
like #porno, do not use your ears to listen to haraam like #music, 
malicious gossip, backbiting, slandering likewise, your mouth 
etc. do not let your legs carries you to the places of haraam like 
clubbing etc. 

And fear the day Allaah will make all of this limbs to talk 
testifying against you.

Shaykh Ibn 'Uthaymeen (may Allaah have mercy on him) was 
asked about the person who wears large glasses, which prevent 
him from being able to prostrate fully on the seven parts of the 
body. 













He replied: 
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"If they prevent the end of the nose from reaching the ground 
when prostrating that is not acceptable, because what is 
carrying the face in this case is the glasses, which are not at the 
end of the nose, rather they rest on the bridge of the nose. 

Based on this, the prostration is not valid. The one who wears 
glasses that prevent him from placing his nose in the place of 
prostration has to take them off when prostrating."

A couple of days ago, a group of Rawaabid (sing. 
Raabidoh/Ruwaybidoh) converged somewhere in the nation's 

















capital to "discuss freely whatever they have in mind." These 
self-styled "great thinkers" then dabbled in fundamental 
matters of the Deen, cherry picking whatever suits their desire 
and logic. In the end, a communique was issued by a self- 
appointed spokesperson on the "ljmaa , " (consensus view) of 
these self-acclaimed intellectuals and great minds. 

First, they agreed that "verses (of the Qur'aan) on hell fire 
should be taken allegorically and not literally." To them, "we 
can't literally be in hell fire and be asking for water to quench 
our thirsts." 

Simply put, these "intellectuals" have completely rubbished 
verses of the Qur'aan that describe the literal burning of 
criminals and infidels in hell. For example, Q.4:56 which says: 

mtmmmmmw wmmz * <mmm® 


"Surely We shall cast those who reject Our signs into the Fire; 
and as often as their skins are burnt out, We shall replace them 
with new skins, so that the may taste suffering [in ful 1 ]. Verily, 
Allaah is almighty wise." 

To these "great thinkers", the skin mentioned in this verse which 
the fire would burn and then be replaced with another would 
probably mean....? 

As if that's not enough, they have, by their assertion rubbished 
the entire spiritual nocturnal journey (Al-lsraa' wa al-Mi'raaj) of 
the Prophet during which he saw people literally burning in fire! 
Apparently, without any recourse to books on Tawheed, Tafseer 
and Hadeeth, these young and overzealous self acclaimed 
"great thinkers" took to interpretation of divine texts and 
establishment of religious facts in the manner of philosophers 
and atheists. 

It's no surprise that with such inclination towards philosophy 
and dialectics, they have contacted the same virus of early 
philosophers and kaafirs who deny the existence of Paradise 
and Hell. (Read: IflfefOB(S 2 0T2 qfJTfJSIfjjb. 881-882) 

I want to suggest to our "great thinkers" to also consider 
interpreting verses on the enjoyment of Jannah metaphorically 
rather than literally to complete the circle as their brethren in 
kufr did.

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On the day of resurrection, the sun gets too close to people's 
heads and it will be really hot (we ask Allah to make it an easy 
day for us all). There are no shades on that day except the shade 
of Allah's Throne (we don't know how this looks nor any details 
about it just like all of Allah's attributes). Not anyone will be in 
Allah's shade; only 7 kinds of people, who are they? 

Abu Hurairah (RAA) reported that the Prophet (Ife) said, "Seven 


are (the persons) whom Allah will give Shade of His Throne on 
the Day when there would be no shade other than His Throne's 
Shade: 

1- A just ruler; 

2- a youth who grew up worshipping Allah; 

3- a man whose heart is attached to mosques; 

4- two persons who love and meet each other and depart from 
each other for the sake of Allah; 

5- a man whom an extremely beautiful woman seduces (for 
illicit relation), but he (rejects this offer by saying): 'I fear Allah'; 

6- a man who gives in charity and conceals it (to such an extent) 
that the left-hand does not know what the right has given; 

7- and a person who remembers Allah in solitude and his eyes 
well up". 

[Al-Bukhari and Muslim].

So now Richard Dawkins wants to expose the Muslim world to 
his books by translating them and making them available in 
Arabic and Urdu among others. This is no surprise, because 
Satan lets human beings do his dirty work. 

More importantly, what is the Muslim's stance on this and what 
is the proper defense from misguidance? 

Know that there is such no thing as censorship, because people 
will find ways around banned websites and authors. So the 
Muslim must strive to study and teach the pure orthodox Islamic 
creed and stay closely connected with the Noble Qur'an, which 
is the book that was revealed from Allaah containing Allaah's 
words verbatim, and contains many verses answering the 
doubts of atheists, who are nothing more than polytheists 
promoting the worship of one's own desire, and setting up 
partners with Allaah with the claim that this complex world 
sustains itself by itself. 

You cannot keep hiding and relying on following Islam by 
custom. If you are a born Muslim, you have to make sure that 
you are indeed one who has truly submitted and unconditonally 
surrendered to Allaah, and you cannot comprehensively submit 
to Allaah without proper knowledge and insight. Atheism is a 
growing trend, even in the Muslim world, and it may afflict

Look at Abu Talib, the uncle of Prophet Muhammad, peace and 
blessings of Allaah be upon him, who helped and defended his 
own nephew, what was his fate? Narrated by Imam Muslim, on 
the authority of Ibn 'Abbas (may Allaah be pleased with him and 
his father) stated that the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon 
him) said, "The *most lightly* punished of the people of 
Hellfire will be Abu Talib; he will be wearing a pair of shoes (of 
Fire) which will cause his brain to boil." 

So even though Abu Talib supported the Messenger of Allaah, 
peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him, who was the best 
man to ever live and the man in charge of the final message of 
truth to humankind, yet, Abu Talib did not gain salvation 
because he died upon disbelief. 

To illustrate the major defect in basic beliefs, today, we see 



Muslims who are wishing mercy upon physicist Stephen 
Hawking, another atheist, who, from what is apparent, died 
upon clear-cut disbelief. This shows the weakness of many 
Muslims who are not even aware of the most basic foundations 
of Islamic creed. You cannot wish mercy except on those who 
died as Muslims, because as human beings, we are only ordered 
to judge by what is apparent. Proof for that? Abdullah bin 
'Utbah bin Mas'ud reported: I heard 'Umar bin Al-Khattab (may 
Allaah be pleased with him) reported saying: "In the lifetime of 
Messenger of Allaah (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon 
him) some people were called to account through Revelation. 
Now Revelation has discontinued and we shall judge you by 
your apparent acts. Whoever displays to us good, we shall grant 
him peace and security, and treat him as a near one. We have 
nothing to do with his insight. Allaah will call him to account for 
that. But whosoever shows evil to us, we shall not grant him 
security nor shall we believe him, even if he professed that his 
intention is good." [Al-Bukhari] 


So if you are not devoting one hour of your day to genuinely 
study Islam, beginning with Tawheed (Islamic monotheism), if 
you are not putting beneficial audios in your commute to school 
or work or during your exercisein the gym, if you are simply 
living life like most people on earth, don't be surprised if Satan 
and his army either snatch you or those who are closest to you 
to join them in Hellfire. 
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lyad bin Himar (May Allah be pleased with him) said: 


The Messenger of Allah (sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam) said, 
"Verily, Allah has revealed to me that you should adopt 
humility. So that no one may wrong another and no one may be 
disdainful and haughty towards another."
